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Is an Incumbent Duty I owe to Truth , and my own In- 
nocency, to make this Enſuing Proteſtation to your Majeſty 
and the whole World. That whereas one Titws Oats hath 
maliciouſly and falſely Sworn that he ſaw me receive a 
Commiſſion direfted to me from Joannes Paulus de Oliva , 
— me Lievtenant General of an Army , which 
he pretended was to come into England; I declare in 
the Preſence of the All-ſeemg God , before whoſe juſt 
Tribunal I am ſhortly ro Appear , that I never ſaw any 
ſuch Commuſſion direQed to me or any other Perſon what- 
ſoever, and do firmly believe there never was any 
ſuch ; Bur of the Fully as well as the Falſhood of the 
Information , the ſober Part of Mankind, as I conceive, 
ſufficiently e're this Convinced. 

And as for thoſe Aﬀperſions which the Ignorant and 
Malicious have thrown upon the Roman C athelick Church 
(of which I am, and by the Grace of God do Dye a 
Member) as if Murthermg of Kings, and taking up Arms 
againſt our Soveraigns were an Authoriz'd Principle of thar 
Religion : I do knowingly afhrm there is nothing with 
more Horror Deteſted by the Catbolick Church , as being 
expreſly contrary to the Command of our Sarviow and 
Chriſtian Doftrme, and as fuch I Renounce and De- 
teſt ir, as I do all Plots and Conſpiracies againſt your Sa- 
cred Perſon. Having thus Briefly, and with all Since- 
rity of a Dying Man diſcharged my Conſcience, I thall 
end where I began, and with my laſt Breath beg of 
God to Defend your Majeſty from all your Enemes , 
and to Forgive thole, who by their Perjurics have en- 
deavoured to make me appear to be One, who Living 
and Dying am (as in Duty bound, &c.)
